The  pocki ington  Rural  District  is  situated 
in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  having  York  to 
the  Vest  and  Great  Driffield  and  Beverley  to  the 
East.  It  comprises  31  parishes,  the  total 
area  of  which  is  101,  321  acres,  or  158  square 
miles.  The  total  population  at  the  census  of 
1931  was  12,723;  estimated  at  midsummer  1941 
13,360.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  is 
3,759  and  the  number  of  families  or  separate 
occupiers  is  4,759  (normally).  The  assessable 
value  is  £43,203  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny 
rate  being  £169.  15.  6.

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Ledical  men  in  the  District  can  have 
bacteriological  examinations  made  free  of  charge.. 
The  Council  supply  diphtheria  antitoxin  to  any 
practitioners  in  the  District  who  recuire  it. 

During  the  year  96  b  c toriologicc 1 
examinations  wore  made. 


There  is  no  fever  hospital  in  the  District, 
but  the  County  provide  an  isolation  I  osp-ital 
for  the  District  at  Driffield,  which  has 
accommodation  for  G2  beds. 

A  motor  ambulance  is  provided  from  the 
Driffield  Isolation  hospital  by  the  County 
authorities. 

In  1939  a  sick  bay  was  provided  for  treat¬ 
ment  of  Evacuees.  The  house,  known  as  the  3ed_ 
house,  Pocklington  is  spacious  and  'ell  arranged 
for  such  a  purpose.  There  are  five  wards  each 
cni  ble  of  acco  mods  ting  four  patients  comfort¬ 
ably.  Towards  the  end' of  the  year  the  need  for 
this  establishment  became  less  urgent  rnd  steps 
were  gradually  taken  to  close  it  do1  n.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0?  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  whole  of  tho  district  with  the  exception 
of  Goodmanham  and  Market  Tieighton,  Pocklington 
and  Lcndesborough  is  supplied  by  the  Regional 
Scheme  from  the  springs  in  the  chalk  wolds.  The 
supply  is  pure  and  abundant  and  is  adequately 
protected  from  every  source  of  pollution.  The 
excepted  villages  have  their  own  supplies. 
Chlorination  is  being  carried  out  at  the  springs. 
Tho  weekly  consumption  of  we  tor  including  that 
supplied  to  other  Districts  is  about  two  and  a 
half  million  gallons. 

Forty  seven  new  connections  have  been  made 
during  the  yoar. 

A  salvage  of  wasto  so home  was  put  into 

operation  in  the  early  part  of  1940  and  during  the 
jrear  118  tons  of  salvage  were  collected  and 
disposed  of  for  £484.  This  is  a  decrease  on 
previous  years  partly  boor use  certain  items  were 
no  longer  required  by  the  Country.  Tins  and 
small  scrap  went  first  and  scrap  rubber  followed 
and  gradually  item  after  item  faded  out  as  salvage 
but  became  prominent  throughout  the  District  as 
refuse.  The  result  of  this  was  that  a  refuse 
collection  scheme  gradually  evolved  and  towards 
the  year  end  mere  refuse  than  salvage  was  being 
collected  and  disposed  of.

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The  general  inspection  of  premises, 
occupations  etc.,  coming  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  is  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  indicated 
by  the  figures.  Many  surprise  inspections  and

The  Council  adopted  a  Post  war  plan  of  500 
houses,  a  sewerage  scheme  for  every  village,  the 
extensions  of  the  water  mains  to  every  habitable 
dwelling  and  a  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
scheme . 


The  housing  position  received  the  very 
earnest  consideration  of  the  Council  and  towards 
the  year  end  sites  were  being  prepared  and  others 
considered  end  inspected  by  tho  Housing  Committee 
with  a  view  to  having  tho  first  years  bujlding 
programme  read}?-  for  tho  cessation  of  hostilities. 


About  50  factories  employ  a  number  of  hands. 
The  remainder  chiefly  consist  of  one  man ' businesses 
and  number  105*  The  general  cleanliness  is  sat¬ 
isfactory  . 


There  are  no  premises  in  the  area  on  which 
Rag  Flock  is  manufactured. 

These  are  inspected  periodically.  No  case 
of  insanitary  condition  was  reported  during  the 
year.  Nearly  every  school  is  connected  with 
the  Regional  or  other  water  scheme.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  cowsheds 
and  dairies. 

Action  regarding  tubercular  Milk  or  cattle 
consists  of  reporting  suspected  cows  to  the 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

No  licence  has  been  granted  in  the  District 
for  tho  sale  of  milk  under  any  special  designation 
and  no  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  has 
occurred. 


Registrations  under  the  Order  at  the  end  of 
tho  year  numbered  662. 

Each  rogisi ration  form  sent  is  accompanied 
by  a  leaflet  which  sots  out  at  length  the 
provisions  of  tho  Order. 

Tho  •  x.r  agricultural  Executive  Committee 
through  their  Milk  Production  Department  has 
brought  in  many  more  producers  of  milk.  Many 
visits  were  paid  to  escort? in  the  condition  of 
premises  and  tho  methods  used.  This  is  a  duty 
still  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  and  no  agreement 
with  the  Wholesale  Dairies  is  entered  into  till^ 
tho  Council  is  satisfied  that  conditions  of  prod¬ 
uction  are  satisfactory.  A  certain  relaxation  of 
perce  time  standards  had  to  be  made  where  struc¬ 
tural  alterations  were  involved  but  in  the  greater 
number  of  cases  the  necessary  improvements  were 
grr dually  carried  out.

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
connection  with  the  War  but,  in  spite  of  this, 
large  number  of  improvements  have  been  carried  out. 

The  children  in  the  District  are  being 
immunised  in  accordance  with  Public  Health 
Regulations .
